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Glaze-y days of winter continue 

Schools, businesses close again as storm dumps deepest snowfall of the season on Estill County

Someone forgot to tell 
Old Man Winter that 
meteorological spring 

arrived last Saturday. March 
appeared lamb-like at first, 
but only for a day as the cold 
came roaring back with a 


vengeance. 

Estill County residents 
went to bed Sunday night 
with the sound of sleet hitting 
their windows. Freezing rain 
and sleet continued for hours, 
glazing the great outdoors 
with a coat of ice. 

The ice eventually turned 
to snow as temperatures 


plummeted, with some areas 
of the county receiving six 
inches or more of the white 
stuff. 

Widespread power outages 
were expected, but ice 
accumulations on trees and 
power lines were minimal. 

Road conditions presented 
a greater problem, with both 


the county and the state out 
of salt. Estill County Judge- 
executive Wallace Taylor said 
there is “none to be found.” 

To further complicate 
matters, a county plow 
truck caught on fire Monday 
morning, as assistant road 
foreman Tim Muncie was out 
scraping roads. Judge Taylor 


said the fire happened near 
the fire station at Whispering 
Woods, but the truck was a 
total loss. 

Taylor also said the truck 
was an older one and had 
apparently been leaking some 
fluids, causing it to catch fire. 



Trail town talks

Members of the Estill 
Development Alliance and 
other interested parties 
met Monday, February 24, 
at the River Restaurant to 
again discuss the application 
process for Irvine and 
Ravenna to be designated a 
Kentucky Trail Town. 

Estill Development 

Alliance Director Joe 
Crawford said the project is 
“dual-layered,” pertaining to 
both the development of the 
Kentucky River Water Trail 
and the designation of the 
cities of Irvine and Ravenna 
as a potential Kentucky Trail 
Town. 

Crawford said five task- 
force committees were 
loosely formed at the first 
meeting, including a trail 
route committee, a volunteer 
committee, a merchant 
committee, a signage 
committee and a public 
relations committee. Anyone 


interested in getting involved 
with any of them may call 
Crawford at the EDA office at 
723-2450. 

Right now, the project 
continues to consist of a lot of 
mapping and identifying of 
points of interest and access 
points. 

“If you aren’t from here, 
and you come in to paddle a 
canoe, how are you going to 
know where you need to go?” 
Crawford said. 

He says once mapping is 
tentatively done, there will 
be a “trial run” when user 
groups are invited in to 
explore from the perspective 
of outsiders. 

After problems or lack are 
identified and addressed, the 
application will be submitted 
with the hope of Irvine/ 
Ravenna being designated a 
trail town. 

Crawford said the 
process will take some 
time, pointing out that the 
towns of Livingston and 
Dawson Springs are the 
only designated trail towns 


that he is aware of and their 
process took a year or longer. 

Also, Crawford said the 
task force is getting organized 
to approach the Kentucky 
River Authority to see if they 
will spend some money on or 
near Lock #12. 

Tom and Francine Bonny 
have been involved in the 
Kentucky River Water Trail 
and Trail Town applications 
since their beginnings. Tom 
Bonny said he has prepared a 
resolution to be read at Irvine 
City Council, Ravenna City 
Council and Fiscal Court 
meetings. 

The resolution asks the 
Kentucky River Authority 
to collaborate with local 
governments to improve 
Lock #12 and the adjacent 
property for purposes to 
be determined by those 
governments. 

County and city officials 
have long looked at the 
property as a possible site for 
a park or recreational setting.

Two charged in traffic stop

Two people were arrested 
after a traffic stop on 
Richmond Road led to the 
discovery of drugs.

Jackon Energy rates to increase 


FRANKFORT, Ky. (Feb. 27, 
2014) - 

The Kentucky Public Service 
Commission (PSC) has 
granted a rate adjustment to 
Jackson Energy Cooperative 
Corp. 

In an order issued today, 
the PSC accepted Jackson 
Energy’s proposal to increase 
its annual revenue by $4.11 
million, or about 4.6 percent. 
The PSC agreed that the 
increase is needed to reverse 
a decline in the utility’s 
financial condition. 

Over the next 18 months, 
Jackson Energy will increase 
rates in three equal steps, 
with the increase coming 
next month, in September 
and finally in September 
2015. The increase will be 
confined to the monthly 
customer charge. 

For residential customers, 
the monthly customer 
charge will increase in three 
increments of $2 each. The 
first, which takes effect 
March 1, will increase the 
monthly customer charge 
from the current $10.44 to 
$12.44. In September of this 
year it will rise to $14.44 
and then go up to $16.44 in 
September of next year. 

Jackson Energy estimates 
that the typical residential 
customer will experience a 
5.14 percent increase in the 
monthly bill when the rate 
adjustment is completed. 

In requesting to implement 
the rate increase in phases, 
Jackson Energy noted the 


difficult economic conditions 
in its service territory. A 
gradual increase is preferable 
to larger one-time increase, 
the utility said. 

Jackson Energy has 
about 51,240 customers 
in Breathitt, Clay, Estill, 
Garrard, Jackson, Laurel, 
Lee, Leslie, Madison, Owsley, 
Powell, Pulaski, Rockcastle 
and Wolfe counties in east- 
central Kentucky. It is one 
of 16 cooperatives that own 
and purchase power from 
the East Kentucky Power 
Cooperative Inc. 

The PSC last granted a 
rate adjustment to Jackson 
Energy in June 2008. 

In today’s order, the PSC 
noted that Jackson Energy 
said it did not become aware 
of its deteriorating financial 
situation until February 
2013, and then waited six 
months before applying for 
a rate increase. The utility 
should have known much 
sooner that its finances were 
declining and should have 
moved with more urgency 
to address the issue, the PSC 
said. 

Although the rate case 
did not address Jackson 
Energy’s existing demand- 
side management (DSM) and 
energy efficiency programs, 
the PSC’s order urges the 
utility to continue its efforts 
to encourage customer 
participation and to expand 
those programs in the future. 

In its order, the PSC said 
it “believes that energy 
conservation, energy 


efficiency and DSM will 
become increasingly 

important in Kentucky.” The 
rates structure it approved 
in the order should stabilize 
Jackson Energy’s finances 
and enable the utility 
to “vigorously pursue” 
expansion of DSM and 
energy efficiency programs, 
the PSC said. 

The PSC directed Jackson 
Energy to file annual reports 
on its progress in those areas. 

Jackson Energy filed 
its application for a rate 
adjustment on Aug. 8, 2013. 
After deficiencies in the 
original application were 
corrected, the PSC accepted 
the application on Sept. 6, 
2013. 

There were no other parties 
to the case. The application 
was the subject of a PSC 
hearing on Jan. 28. 

The PSC’s order, other 
documents in the case and 
a video of the hearing are 
available on the PSC website, 
psc.ky.gov. The case number 
is 2013-00219. 

The PSC is an independent 
agency attached for 
administrative purposes to 
the Energy and Environment 
Cabinet. It regulates 
more than 1,500 gas, 
water, sewer, electric and 
telecommunication utilities 
operating in Kentucky 
and has approximately 90 
employees.

A1 Robinson’s Legislative Update 



So far, the Senate has done 
well this session preventing 
too much law making. I 
feel there are already too 
many laws and regulations, 
and our responsibility is to 
ensure that we do not over¬ 
legislate and create more 
red tape for people and 
businesses as they go about 
their daily business. 

This week we saw the 
first piece of legislation 
signed into law, Senate Bill 


7.1 wrote earlier about 
this bill, and how it will 
help our rural areas by 
broadening access to health 
care. Senate Bill 7 gives 
nurse practitioners more 
ability to meet the needs 
of patients expanding their 
authority to prescribe 
certain medications without 
the oversight of a physician 
as long as the nurse 
practitioner has worked for 
four years under a physician. 

Beginning Monday March 
3rd, the session only has 23 
working days remaining. 

Of those, there are two veto 
days and two concurrence 
days, and that leaves us with 
only 19 legislative days and 
we still have not received a 
budget bill from the House 
of Representatives. The latest 
I have heard is that they 
will not vote until March 
11, which would mean the 
Senate would have less than 
two weeks to work on it. 


However, the delay in 
receiving a budget from 
the House, so that we may 
begin our work, does not 
bode well for a timely piece 
of legislation that allocates 
over 20 billion dollars which 
is the projected biennial 
budget for the state giving 
us approximately two weeks, 
and that certainly is not 
enough time. I only hope 
we do not have to go into a 
special session to reach the 
constitutionally mandated 
budget. 

Senator Albert Robinson

So far we have reviewed 
the Offices of Judge- 
Executive and Sheriff; next 
we will review the Office 
of Jailer. The fact that in 
Kentucky the jailer is a 
constitutional officer is 
very unique. Kentucky is 
the only state in the union 
that specifically contains 
provisions related to the 
Office of Jailer. Most states 
assign the functions of 
the Jailer to the Sheriffs 
Office. However, §99 of 
the Kentucky Constitution 
requires that each county 
must elect a Jailer. Also 
unique, is that §105 of the 
Kentucky Constitution 
allows the legislature to 
consolidate the office of 
Sheriff and Jailer as long 
as the Jailers duties are 
assumed by the Sheriff. 
The Jailer is an officer of 
the Circuit and District 
Courts of the County. If 
serving in a county without 
a jail, and the Jailer does 
not transport prisoners, 
then the Jailer must serve a 
bailiff to the Courts (KRS 
71.050). 

To be qualified for the 
Office of Jailer a candidate 
must be at least 24 years 
of age, a resident of the 


state for two years and 
resident of the county 
for one year prior 
to election. Before 
assuming office the Jailer 
must execute a bond in 
the minimum amount of 
$10,000.00. A vacancy 
that occurs in the Office 
of Jailer is filled by the 
J udge - Exe cut ive. 

The Fiscal Court 
in each county is 
required to provide for 
the incarceration of 
prisoners arrested in 
the county, held in the 
county or sentenced to 
jail in the county. This does 
not mean that the Fiscal 
Court has to maintain a 
jail facility in the county. 
In fact, many counties no 
longer have a jail facility, 
rather they will contract 
with other counties to 
house their prisoners. In 
some instances, counties 
will join in and build a 
regional jail facility to 
house their inmates. The 
problem with not having 
a local jail facility, or 
having a facility that is too 
small, is that the prisoners 
must be transported for 
Court hearings from the 
other counties. This is 
an expensive and time 
consuming process for the 
Jailer, Sheriff and Fiscal 
Court. 

Many counties face 
significant fiscal problems 
with their jail operations. 
The Jailer is responsible 
for creating his annual 
budget. Funding for the 
jail operations comes 
primarily from the Fiscal 
Court budget; however, 
some counties have 
facilities that can house 
state inmates who are Class 
D felons and the state will 
pay the county to house 


those inmates. The Estill 
County Jail does not house 
Class D Felons that are 
considered state prisoners. 
Pursuant to KRS 441.265 
counties may require 
county jail prisoners to 
reimburse the county for 
the expenses incurred by 
their incarceration. This 
may include a $50.00 per 
diem for room and board. 
Currently, the Estill Fiscal 
Court contracts with 
Advent in a system called 
“Pay my Jailer.” In this 
program Advent writes 
letters and engages in 
collection activities to 
obtain reimbursement 
for jail expenses from 
prisoners on their release. 
Estill County has realized 
significant recoveries with 
this program at no cost 
to the county. Another 
significant expense related 
to the jail is the cost of 
medical care for prisoners. 
The county is responsible 
for the health care of 
indigent county prisoners 
while they are incarcerated. 
The expenses for this care 
comes from the county 
budget. 

The Jailer is also 
responsible for 

administering the jail work 
release program. Inmates 
that are incarcerated may 
be approved for work 
release by the Court. 
If approved for work 
release at least 25% of the 
prisoner’s gross daily wage, 
or a minimum of $12 and 
a maximum of $40, must 
be paid to the Jailer to 
pay for the costs of the 
prisoners incarceration. 
Additionally, the Estill 
County Jailer assists 
with administering the 
work program for county 
inmates. These inmates 


may be permitted to 
work at tasks assigned 
by the Fiscal Court such 
as recycling or work at 
the animal shelter. The 
inmates are not paid for 
this work; however, they 
can earn two for one credit 
on time served if approved 
by the Circuit or District 
Court. 

The State maintains 
minimum standards for 
jails and these standards 
are enforced by the 
Department of Corrections 
(DOC). DOC regularly 
inspects jails for health 
and safety issues, record 
keeping and prisoner 
safety. Additionally, DOC 
conducts regular training 
for Jailers and their staff. 
The Estill County Jail is 
known as a life safety jail 
due to its small size and 
population. Due to this 
fact the Estill County 
Jailer is permitted to 
participate in the training 
and incentives that are 
available to jailers that 
operate full-service jails. 
Each month the Jailer 
must file a report with 
DOC that contains the 
identity of each prisoner, 
whether the charge is a 
felony or misdemeanor, 
the statute or ordinance 
that was violated, which 
governmental units law 
was violated, whether the 
prisoner is awaiting trial 
or has been convicted, the 
prisoners age and sex and 
the county responsible 
for incarceration. A 
fundamental problem 
with the manner in 
which Kentucky runs 
its county jail system is 
that the county jails must 
meet state and federal 
standards; however, the 
costs incurred in meeting 


those standards is born 
completely by the county. 

The Estill County Jail has 
a staff of nine full-time and 
three part-time deputies. 
The jail has an average 
monthly population of 
approximately 55 inmates. 
Of this population 
approximately 20 inmates 
are housed in the Estill 
County Jail. The rest 
are housed at jails in 
surrounding counties. At 
this time no women are 
housed full time at the 
Estill County Jail. The jail 
budget for the last fiscal 
year was approximately 
$720,000.00. Due to 
this significant cost 
the Fiscal Court and 
Courts have started a 
day reporting program 
that is administered by 
Westcare of Kentucky. 
Through this program 
defendants that would 
normally be confined in 
the jail are permitted to 
report daily to Westcare 
for substance addiction 
classes. During the 
program the participants 
are administered random 
drug tests and are 
required to participate 
in community service 
projects. This program 
has proven effective and 
has generated considerable 
cost savings to the Fiscal 
Court. An interesting 
article on the costs of 
incarceration entitled, 
“What Incarceration 
Costs Taxpayers” may be 
found at http://www.vera.

The time is now to make Kentucky a Right to Work State

Thank goodness for 
West Virginia. Its a 
statement we often hear 
when a survey comes 
out ranking Kentucky 
at or near the bottom 
in regards to our health 
or our economy. USA 
Today recently published 
a report entitled “The 
Most Miserable States in 
the USA” that based on 
survey results ranking 
Kentucky as the second 
most miserable state in 
the country. Only West 
Virginia was ranked worse 
in the survey. 

Its proof that we in 


Kentucky have remained 
stagnant for too long, and 
we as a Commonwealth 
must take bold steps to 
overcome it. That is why 
the Kentucky Right to 
Work Act was filed this 
week. 

The Act, which was filed 
as House Bill 496, simply 
states “...no employee 
shall be required, as a 
condition of employment 
or to stay employed to 
become a member of a 
labor organization or pay 
any dues.” Those of us who 
advocate for right to work 
fully support a persons 


right to join a union, but 
at the same time we also 
fully support the right for 
a person not to join one as 
well. 

The reasons for filing 
the Right to Work Act are 
based on independent 
studies and data that show 
states with right to work 
laws have an advantage 
when attracting new 
businesses and expanding 
their economies. The U.S. 
Department of Commerce 
reported the percentage 
growth in total private 
sector jobs over the past 
decade was 15.3 percent 
for states with right to 
work laws, and 7.3 percent 


in states without them. 
Kentucky’s rate was a 
sluggish 6.9 percent. 

According to the U.S. 
Labor Departments 

Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
the percentage growth 
in real private-sector 
employee compensation 
in states with right to 
work laws is 14.2 percent, 
compared to 6.1 percent 
in states without right to 
work laws. 

Like with the previous 
statistics, Kentucky ranked 
low at 4.3 percent. 

These are just two 
examples of why Kentucky 
must move out of the way 
of the free market like 


Indiana, Tennessee, and 
even Michigan has done to 
enable more job creation 
and let our citizens find 
better opportunities 

for employment, while 
strengthening our 

economy and putting 
more real dollars in the 
pockets of our workers. 

That is why the Kentucky 
Chamber of Commerce, 
the Kentucky Association 
of Manufacturers, the 
Association of Builders 
and Contractors of 
Kentuckiana and a host 
of local chambers support 
House Bill 496.

We had not had a drop of 
snow my entire freshman year 
at EKU. I went home for the 
weekend with my roommate, 
Judy, and we attended a 
ballgame that night at her 
brothers school that night. I 
don’t remember what we had 
planned to do the next day in 
the small town of Perryville, 
but when we got up the next 
morning, on February 27, 


there was a huge snow on the 
ground. 

I do mean a deep snow, 
probably seven or eight 
inches. In those days people 
didn’t pay much attention to 
TV on Friday nights, so the 
snow was unexpected. In fact, 
I don’t even remember having 
the thing on after we got in 
from the ballgame. Families 
sat around and talked a lot 
in those days, and since I was 
company, I think that was 
what we did that night, so the 
snow really surprised us. 

We had a terrible time 
getting back to Richmond 
from Boyle County on Sunday 
afternoon. The narrow, curvy 
roads had not been scraped 
and were only cleared a little 
by the traffic, the sun, and a 
favorable temperature. 

On Monday morning, the 
students were ecstatic about 
the wonderful snowfall and 
played every game we could, 
built snowmen, threw each 
other in the snow. Great, 
great times! So much fun! 


My roommate didn’t have 
any boots, so I walked to 
town with the wonderful 
fold-up plastic ones, Totes, 
that Santa had brought me, to 
find her some. All the stores 
in downtown Richmond, 
Penneys’, Lermon Brothers, 
Newberry’s and others had 
sold out of everything, but I 
found her a cheaper, plastic 
pair at Begley’s on the corner, 
their own brand. 

We didn’t use the word 
generic then in those 
days. The big stores even sold 
all those old white boots that 
had turned yellow with age 
because the students had to 
get to class. No cancellations, 
except one morning there was 
a delay for one hour because 
of ice on the sidewalks. 

When I got back into Irvine 
that weekend, Main Street 
had been plowed and scraped 
and there was a big pile on 
the sides of the Main Street, a 
particularly large one in front 
of Royalty’s Pontiac Garage, 
the poolroom, and the 


Riteway Store. It had thawed 
and frozen back at night all 
week and was full of dirt and 
dust. 

About the time that snow 
had melted off, except for the 
big pile-ups there in town, 
here came another one. The 
students at Eastern were 
happy, and played some in the 
snow, but somehow it wasn’t 
as much fun as the first big 
one. Back in Irvine on Friday, 
the pile had risen higher after 
you crossed the bridge, and it 
was dirtier and messier, yet 
frozen solid again each night. 

Believe it or not, each 
of the two other weeks in 
March supplied us with a big 
snowfall. Third one was no 
fun at all, and the fourth we 
just hated. Judy’s boots ripped 
apart, and mine weren’t much 
better. We had to toss them 
and walk to class in our 
saddle oxfords and socks and 
of course, our sheath skirts 
with the kick-pleat in the back 
and the sweater set. I can’t 
remember the coat. 


We didn’t know anything 
about slacks, except maybe 
some loose jeans to wear 
when we had Senior Work 
Day to make money for our 
senior trip. (Women wearing 
pant suits to work didn’t come 
in for many years). Irene 
Noble and I agreed to wear 
ours to a faculty Christmas 
party at Irvine Elementary in 
1969, but it was surely a brave 
thing to do). Slacks and a 
separate top were many brave 
years later than pants suits. 

I made most of my clothes 
then out of that wonderful, 
beautiful, washable double¬ 
knit, and I always made a 
jacket, the trusty skirt, a pair 
of slacks, and a matching 
top. I needed to get lots 
of wear out of that jacket, 
that was so complicated to 
make, all those buttons and 
buttonholes! Schools were 
not air-conditioned then, 
and I have never understood 
how I wore the double-knit 
pant suits to school. The 
stuff was pure plastic, but it 


didn’t wrinkle. Wow! My 
coordinating outfit was always 
soaking wet when I got home. 

Back to the snow-ice pileup 
in downtown Irvine. By the 
end of the fourth week of 
major snowfalls, one at a time, 
and the street scraping and 
cold temperatures at night 
after each one, the ice pile 
finally got about five feet high, 
maybe more, and was filled 
with everything imaginable, 
all entombed in the ice that 
took over at night. 

You are wondering how 
long it took for the big pile 
of dirty ice to melt? As I 
remember, we were way into 
April by the time it was all 
melted and the street under it 
had to be scrubbed and hosed. 

The moral of the 
story: March can have lots of 
snow. That March we had four 
big ones. You never know in 
Kentucky.

DEDICATION OF 
ESTILL HIGH 

The new Estill County High School building 
was dedicated on Friday, May 21, 1971 on 
schedule as planned by Superintendent Buford 
T. Horton and other community leaders, even 
though some difficulties had to be overcome. 

The dedicatory address was delivered 
by Governor Louie B. Nunn, who filled-in 
for Mrs. Spiro T. Agnew, wife of the Vice- 
President of the United States, whose planned 
visit to the area was canceled. 

The festivities began at 10:30 a.m. with a 
parade down River Drive with members of the 
National Guard leading the way, followed by 
floats representing civic organizations, beauty 
queens, and officials. It was a gala occasion. 
Three bands furnished the music; one each 
from Estill, Powell and Lee Counties. 

The governor greeted the paraders from 
the reviewing stand which had been erected 
opposite the Courthouse on Main Street. 
The governor mingled with the hundreds 
of citizens and school children who had 
gathered to witness the event. Kentucky’s chief 
executive then proceeded to the new school 
where he joined other officials at a luncheon 
given in his honor. 

The reception committee for the occasion 
was composed of Marion F. Lewis, Master of 
Ceremonies; Mr. Horton and his parents, Rev. 
and Mrs. Z.A. Horton; Mayor C.K. Holliday, 
of Ravenna; Mayor Pro Tern Tom Williams, 
of Irvine; County Judge B.L. Brandenburg; 
Mr. and Mrs. William W. Davis; Irvine Times 
Herald editor Robert Barker and Mrs. Barker; 
Mr. and Mrs. Francis G. Miller; rev. and Mrs. 
Harold Hunger; Dr. Virginia Wallace Lewis; 
Mr. and Mrs. Eugene Watson; and Estill 
County School Board members E.P. Royalty, 
Wayne Gentry, Don Williams, and Dr. and 
Mrs. Bill H. Comely. 

Governor Nunn was introduced by Mr. 
Horton. The governor pleaded for harmony, 
stating, “Estill County High School can 
be a cohesive force rather than a divisive 
battleground. It can instill in the young 
people of this county the knowledge that will 
transform their lives. It can help this area to 
attract new industry and to strengthen the 
agricultural base from which it grew out of 
the wilderness; it can inspire in young and 
old alike an indomitable sense of community 
pride.” 

“It can do all these things; it can be all these 
things,” he added, “if the flickering spark of 
unity and concern we see here today is kindled 
and not doused out in the days ahead. And all 
of you, all of us, have a clear responsibility. We 
have a responsibility to insure that the noisy 
and windy voices of discord are not allowed to 
blow out the spark of unity that is so essential 
and so basic to a community.” 

The children from all schools in the county, 
accompanied by teachers, marched into the 
auditorium waving American flags and were 
seated in tiers in the balcony. The crowd at the 
main auditorium as estimated at 3,500. 

The Estill County Middle School 4-H Club, 
the Estill County High School Band, and the 
Glee Club rendered the musical phases of the 
program in the auditorium. 

VETERANS HONORED 

The school was dedicated in honor of Estill 
County residents who had been killed-in¬ 
action while in the armed services. The high 
school band played softly as Mr. Horton read 
the roll of 102 service men of the county who 
had lost their lives in action in World War I 
and subsequent wars. 

At the dedication ceremony, Mr. Horton 


was given a standing ovation. The dedicatory 
prayer was given by his father, Chaplain Z.A. 
Horton, United States Army, Retired. The 
meeting closed with the singing of our state 
song, My Old Kentucky Home. 

A metal plaque with the names of the 
servicemen of Estill County who lost their 
lives while in the service of our country now 
graces the wall of the Estill County High 
School foyer.

HIGH SCHOOL BAND 

Before bringing our report to a close on 
the schools of Estill County, some mention 
should be made of our Estill County High 
School Band. This band did not materialize in 
a day; it was formed over a period of years, and 
meant long hours of work for the leaders, as 
well as the effort put forth by the students. The 
average patron probably does not fully realize 
the importance of having music in the school, 
both vocal and instrumental. The effect of 
music on the human race was recognized by 
the poet of old, who said “Music hath cram to 
soothe the savage breast.” Music is really the 
life of the school, and should be recognized as 
such by the community as a whole. 

The present band leader is Mr. Thomas 
Bonny, Jr. There are more than 60 members 
of the band. It gives concerts twice a year; at 
Christmas and in the spring. It also performs 
at various school and civic functions. 

While writing in terms of music in the 
school, recognition should be given to Mr. 
Boyd Smith, a former citizen of Ravenna. 
Mr. Smith came to Irvine in September 1915 
and in June of that year married Miranda B. 
Lynch of Shelby County, Kentucky. The couple 
started housekeeping in Ravenna when it was 
still in its infancy. 

He was promoted to Chief Clerk to the 
Superintendent of the L&N Railroad in 1920, 
and held that post until his retirement after 52 
years of service with the company. Mr. Smith 
started the Estill High School Band around 
November, 1939, and continued until April 22, 
1955, when he suffered a heart attack and had 
to give up tacking. 

Although Mr. Smith enjoyed golf as a hobby, 
his chief hobby was music, in which he was 
gifted with a natural talent. For seventeen 
years he gave of his time and talent directing 
a band in the high school. He received no 
renumeration for his services, other than 
the personal enjoyment and satisfaction he 
received from helping youngsters learn music, 
much of which he arranged or composed, 
including the school song. The many lunch 
hours he skipped to teach music to students 
have enriched their cultural lives, and touched 
the hearts of scores of countless children, who 
as adults rise up and call him blessed. 

His parents began his music education in 
Washington, D.C. At the early age of seven, he 
studied piano under Miss Hilda Richmond. 
While in Washington, he also commuted to 
Peabody Conservatory in Baltimore, where he 
took a course in harmony and composition. 

After retirement, Mr. Smith returned to 
his native state of Tennessee and located in 
Nashville. Upon retiring, his services were 
recognized by the Governor of Kentucky and 
he is a Kentucky Colonel. 

CHAPTER 6 

CIVIL WAR 

Since ages past, men have warred. But only 
once in the history of this land has brother 
turned against brother, and father against 
son in the bitter strife of the Civil War. Even, 
however, in the midst of the war men of the 
North and South did not forget they were 
brothers. 

Civil War history abounds in incidents 
of mercy and compassion - yes even of 
companionship displayed between men of the 
Blue and the Gray. Such men fought without 
hate. In their hearts, the love of God and of 
fellowman lifted them high above the strife. 

As we remember them let us pray that the 
message of the perfect love of Christ will 


reach into the hearts of all men of our beloved 
country and stay their hands from ever again 
taking up arms against each other. With the 
modern warfare of today, this country would 
not stand. 

The Civil War was brought about by 
the problems which for four decades has 
threatened to disrupt the nation and had 
moved to a point when peaceful negotiation 
was no longer possible when Confederate 
batteries opened a bombardment against Fort 
Sumter, a Federal fort in Charleston, South 
Carolina harbor on April 12,1861. Thus began 
a war not wanted, in either North or South. 

600,000 MEN KILLED 

Four long, bloody, and tragic years followed 
the bombardment of Sumter before peace was 
restored to our land. During these years, more 
than 3,000,000 men were in arms. 600,000 
died of wounds or disease in the bloodiest civil 
war the world had ever known. 

Both men from the North and from the 
South fought from a sense of duty to a family 
and home. Each had a firm conviction that 
theirs was a just cause in the sight of God. 
In numerous battles, prayer was offered on 
both sides. Lincoln touched upon what was 
probably the real issue involved in the war 
in his first inaugural address, when he said 
“One section of the country believes slavery 
is right, and ought to be extended, while 
another believes it is wrong, and ought not be 
extended. This is the only substantial dispute.” 

Abraham Lincoln, President of the United 
States, and Jefferson Davis, President of the 
Confederacy, were born in Kentucky within 
eight months of each other. 

In the August election of 1861, Kentucky 
voted overwhelmingly in favor of the Union. 
It is estimated that three times as many 
volunteers went into the Union Army than the 
Confederate cause during the war. 

In November 1861, the Confederacy set up 
a Provisional State Government at Bowling 
Green. In 1862, Kentucky was evacuated by 
the Confederates, and the state was placed 
under martial law in June of the same year. 

Kentucky was a true border state, a 450 mile 
long region lying squarely between North 
and South. It had strong ties to both sections. 
The state was drawn to the South through 
sentimental reasons, cultural and family 
connections. However, much of the commerce 
was north of the Ohio River and its citizens 
cherished an almost passionate feeling about 
the binding power of the national union. 

Some mention should also be made 
of a publication, Uncle Tom’s Cabin, the 
inflammatory denunciation of slavery, which 
cemented feeling in the North so solidly 
against the institution of slavery that war 
became inevitable. 

Harriet Beecher Stowe, the author, was 
inspired to write the book after visiting 
relatives in Kentucky in 1851 and seeing 
an aged Negro slave sold from his family. It 
appeared impossible for Kentucky to remain 
neutral. In the summer of 1862 Governor 
Magoffin, a Southern Sympathizer, resigned. 
He was successes by James F. Robinson, a 
Union sympathizer. Public sentiment in 
Kentucky was against the Emancipation 
Proclamation. The U.S. Senators at the time, 
Lazarus W. Powell and John J. Crittenden, 
maneuvered frantically behind scenes in an 
effort to effect a compromise. Incidentally, 
Senator Crittenden had a son to serve as a 
Confederate General and another to serve as 
a Union General. 

The conflict brought much suffering to Mrs. 
Lincoln. Three of her brothers and all four of 
her brothers-in-law put on grey uniforms. 

By late 1861, Kentucky was hopelessly 
split down the middle. The Confederates 
held fortified positions stretching from the 
Cumberland Gap on the east, along the upper 
Cumberland River and across to Columbus on 
the west. The Union occupied the state north 
of that line.

Kentucky Afield Outdoors: Spring Fishing Frenzy: 

Counter challenging water conditions by trying smaller 

lakes, tailwaters 


(This is the second 
installment of the “Spring 
Fishing Frenzy” series of 
fishing articles. Produced 
by the Kentucky Afield 
Outdoors staff, the series 
details productive fishing 
opportunities across 
Kentucky. It will continue 
weekly until early summer.) 

FRANKFORT, Ky. - 
Warming temperatures 
and longer days trigger an 
angler’s instinct to reacquaint 
oneself with a favorite lake, 
and try new techniques and 
equipment picked up over the 
winter. 

A break in the weather 
this week stirred hopes 
that spring is not far away. 
Some of the best fishing of 
the year will be had in the 
coming weeks, but early 
spring conditions also can 
be downright challenging at 
times. 

A smaller lake or farm 
pond - once iced out - and 
tailwaters shouldn’t be 
overlooked by anglers as 
potential options when water 
elsewhere is too high, too 
muddy and too cold to fish. 

“The water levels in smaller 
ponds and lakes typically 
don’t fluctuate as much as 
larger lakes and these small 
water bodies are the first 
to warm up in the spring,” 
said Dane Balsman, urban 
fishery biologist with the 
Kentucky Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources. “It’s 
a good option when you’re 
looking for something early 
in the spring when water 
temperatures are still pretty 
cool.” 

The Fishing in 
Neighborhoods (FINs) lakes 
provide families and anglers 
of all ages and experience 
levels good opportunities 
to catch a variety of fish. 
Because of their smaller size 
and location, FINs lakes 
typically aren’t as prone to 
becoming muddy when it 
rains. 

The program includes 
39 lakes found near cities 
across the state. Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife stocks each 
with catfish and rainbow 


trout. The bass and bluegill 
populations are closely 
monitored and supplemental 
stockings are done as needed. 

“If you’re wanting to go to a 
lake, spring is a great time to 
hit the FINs lakes because we 
are stocking them so often,” 
Balsman said. 

The current license year 
ends Feb. 28, so anglers 
planning to fish after March 1 
will need to buy a new fishing 
license. Those anglers who 
intend to keep trout also must 
purchase a trout permit. 

The Department stocks 
142,500 trout in FINs lakes 
during the winter and plans 
to stock 111,200 catfish this 
year. Around 60,000 hybrid 
sunfish, which is a cross 
between a green sunfish and 
a bluegill, will be stocked in 
late May through early June. 

The extreme winter 
weather has delayed some 
FINs stockings. Trout 
stockings will occur over the 
next few weeks. More than 
30,000 catfish are due to be 
stocked in March. Stocking 
schedules are posted online at 
fw.ky.gov. 

“We’ll probably have 
higher concentrations of 
fish than normal because 
people haven’t been able to 
get out and fish for winter 
trout,” Balsman said. “There’s 
going to be a lot of holdover 
from the October-November 
stockings. That should sustain 
for several weeks, even up to 
a month or month and a half, 
after it ices out.” 

Tailwaters offer another 
good option. Not only will 
fish congregate below a dam, 
but the impact of heavy 
spring rains might not be felt 
immediately. 

“A lot of times the flood- 
control reservoirs are 
holding water the first few 
days after a rain,” said Dave 
Dreves, fisheries research 
biologist with Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife. “Once the 
downstream streams and 
rivers start to recede from 
the tributaries’ flow slowing 
down, then they’ll let the 
water go from the lake. Of 
course it all depends what the 
situation is at the time, but as 


a general rule they’re a good 
option during a rain event or 
in those immediate periods 
after a rain event.” 

The Cumberland River 
tailwater below Lake 
Cumberland offers year- 
round opportunities. In late 
winter, sauger and walleye 
can be found below Wolf 
Creek Dam. The 75-mile 
section from the dam to the 
state line comprises the state’s 
premier trout fishery. 

Anglers should always 
check with the appropriate 
U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers website for the 
water release and generation 
schedules for the tailwater 
they’re planning to fish. 

“Tailwaters are always 
good if the flow is right 
because they tend to 
concentrate a lot of fish,” 
Dreves said. “Many of our 
reservoirs are on rivers 
that have walleye and or 
sauger that will run up and 
congregate in the tailwaters 
this time of year. The fish 
that tend to make spawning 
runs can be really good below 
dams where the dams are 
stopping their migration. 
White bass and hybrids 
will tend to run up streams 
and rivers in the spring and 
stack up below dams as well, 
especially in March and early 
April.” 

Another shot of cold 
weather seems inevitable 
given the way this winter 
has played out. Now is a 
perfect time to get equipment 
and game plans ready for a 
fishing season that’s almost 
here and can’t come soon 
enough.

Encouraging word: Aime for Change

Lent, a special season 
for Christians, began 
on Wednesday, March 
5, a day that has come 
to be known as Ash 
Wednesday. It is that 
period of forty days not 
counting Sundays that 
precedes Easter. For 
centuries, Christians 
have observed the season 
of Lent. 

At the time of Irenaeus, 
who served as bishop of 


Lyons in the later part 
of the second century 
A.D., a fast before 
Easter was very short. 
Many Christians ate 
nothing between noon 
on Good Friday and 
Easter morning. One 
of the earlier references 
to the Lenten fast, or 
Quadragesima, dates 
back to 325 A.D. where it 
is mentioned in the fifth 
canon of the Council 
of Nicaea. In that early 
period, Lent was a 
short time of fasting in 
preparation for Easter. 
As the years passed, it 
became a longer time 
of self-discipline when 
some Christians practice 
self-denial and gave up 
certain foods or other 
desirable things during 


that specific period to 
prepare for Easter. Across 
the years, the traditional 
purpose of Lent has 
been to “the believer 
through prayer, penance, 
repentance, almsgiving, 
and self-denial” for 
Easter. 

Lent can be more 
than a time to give up a 
favorite food or another 
favorite thing for a specific 
number of days with the 
expectation of taking 
them up again when the 
season ends. In more 
recent years, the season 
has taken on a wider 
and deeper meaning for 
Christians. For those 
Christian, the season 
has become a period of 
introspection and self- 
examination during 


which the focus is upon 
simple living, discipline, 
penitence, and renewal 
with the expectation of 
making adaptations and 
permanent changes in 
the life style that will 
lead to a better and more 
satisfying life.
